WHOLESALE MURDER AND 


MUTILATION. 
The Press Association's Special Correspondent, 
writing from Rostof-on-Don on the Sist of 


July, says:—The horrors reported to have been 
perpetrated at Kharkoff by the Chresvychaika, 
or Bolshevik Extraordinary Commission, bave 
been irrefutably proved. After the occupation 
of the city by General Denikin’s troops, bun- 
dreds of victims of Bolshevik cruelty were disin- 
terred in the presence of medical autborities, 
representatives of the trade unions, and respon- 
sible foreigners; photographs were taken, whic 
are being seut to England. Some of the devices 
uscti by the Bolshevik executioners for torturing 
their victims were fiendish in their ingenuity. 
One was called “ glove-making,’’ the skin of 
the hands, with the nails, being stripped from 
the living victims. Several pairs of these gloves 


were found and photographed. Every coneeiv- 


able form of mutilation was perpetrated in the 
Chresvychaika slaughter-house. Hands, feet, 
and breasts were cut off, jaws smashed, eyes 
gouged out. The victims were disembowelled 
i or tertured im boiling water 


The actual executions were carried out mostly 
with revolver shots im the head or in any part 


of the body Many were thown, still 


alive, into a dried-up well, and others into a 
mine shaft, at the bottom of which there was 


from four to five feet of water. Others, again, 
were heaped in huge holes in the ground. 
There were also underground galleries, where 


the victims were covered wiih earth where 
ther fell, In these galleries were found several 
layers of corpses
